Trout CREEK LAby comes from the fine old herd of the late Sylvester 
Campbell of Kinellar, Aberdeenshire. In fact she traces direct to Isabella, one 
of the two heifers bought by Mr. Campbell at Barclay of Ury’s sale in 1847 
(see Sanders’ ‘‘ Short-Horn Cattle,” p. 649). The imported cow in this pedi- 
gree, Ury 7th, was a roan imported by George-Isaac in July, 1872, from 
Kinellar.

Hero 
58813, a roan bull bred by Hon. John Dryden from his celebrated imported 
Cruickshank cow Mimulus, by Champion of England, famous as the dam in 
Scotland of Mr. Cruickshank’s noted stock bull Royal Duke of Gloster (29864), 
the sire of Roan Gauntlet, Barmpton, Grand Vizier, Privy Seal, Custard (the 
dam of Cumberland), and many other celebrities.

The dam of Challenge was Matchless of Elmhurst 2nd, by 
Baron Louan 3rd 25617, tracing to the roan Cruickshank cow Matchless 16th, 
imported in June, 1871, by James I. Davidson. Challenge was awarded highest 
honors when exhibited at the Toronto Exhibition.

Louise of Rockland has proved to be a great breeding cow and dam of prize 
winners, including Bessie of Rockland, winner of 1st in Ottawa as a calf, 1st in 
Montreal and Ottawa as a two-year-old, beating the Toronto winner. She 
was first in Ottawa, 1894, and Sweepstakes cow at Toronto, Montreal and 
Ottawa in 1895. 


ScorrisH PRIDE (imp.) 128543 was got by Pride of Morning (64546) (the 
Highland Society Champion at Aberdeen, 1894, first in his class, and winner of 
the Duke of York’s medal for best Short-Horn; in 1893 first and Short-Horn 
Society’s prize of £20 at Royal Northern), and who was got by the celebrated Star 
of the Morning (58189) (sire of Buttermilk, the first prize two-year-old heifer at 
Highland Society’s show at Aberdeen ; of Butterscotch, dam of Cornerstoue, 
Highland Society breed champion and winner of the Prince of Wales’ medal at 
Edinburgh, 1899; of Mr. Atkinson’s bull Asterisk, 2nd at the Royal; of Star 
of Dawn, Breed champion at the Highland Society’s Show, and exported to 
Buenos Ayres for 800 guineas; and many other prize winners). Scottish Pride 
was out of Missie 142nd (imp.), by the Sittyton Spicy Sea King (61769). He 
has one of the best pedigrees in the Herd Book. The Missie family has produced 
many of the most famous Short-Horns in Scotland and many that have been 
imported, including the great |English champion Marengo (69068), and 
Marquis of Zenda (imp.) 157854.
